Palm er announced today the gov­ 
ernm ent could not abandon 
its 
position because the strike was in 
violation of the law. 
Refusal of 
the governm ent to vacate the in­ 
junction m eans a long fight in the 
coal fields, while its 
withdrawal 
would have opened the way for 
settlem ent w ithin forty-eight hours 
.according to Edgar W allace, legis­ 
lative representative of the United 
Mine W orkers of America.
